noble  lord  himfelf;  they  are  as  iudependeiu  in  their  fornines,  ai , 
upright  iu  their  principles  as  his  lordtliip,  and  have  iefs  tempts, 
tion,  finely,  by  the  mere  hope  of  bein^  employed,  to  prejudice 
their  country  than  his  lordHiip,  who  is  actually  in  place,  and  may 
he  reafonablv  fuppofeil  no  way  defiious  of  c]uarreHing  about  tiiflfs, 
either  with  the  inllucuces  he  confequently  polFelFcs^  or  the  emolu- 
ments. 

It  is  iinWcrfally  allowed,  however  we  may  cenfure  the  conduifl 
of  the  Americans,  that  the  firll  exercife  of  a  power  to  tax  them 
ju  the  parliament  of  this  country,  was  at  leall  extremely  injudici*  | 
fius,  if  it  was  not  even  aclually  illegal,  lince  miicli  more  was  to  be 
got  from  tlieir  alfeclion  than  their  fear,  from  the  extenfion  of 
their  commerce  than  the  increafe  of  their  public  burdens.  While 
they  fubmitied,  therefore,  to  regulate  their  commerce  by  our  dif- 
crciltni,  they  thought  it  hard  that  their  property  fhould  alfb  be  at 
our  difpofal  ;  and  that  we  (hould  not  only  rcllrain  •  them  in  the 
of  this  property,  but  apply  it  'when  acquired^  to  anfver 
our  own  exigencies.  Tlicy  contentedly  purfued  thefe  paths  to  oi- 
tuhi  their  little  wealth,  which  'ive  judged  moll  conducive  to  0«r 
iutercll,  but  they  denied  our  right  of  taking  aw'ay  that  wealth. 
when  obtained,  and  of  trnftiiig  to  the  diferetion  of  any  authority, 
>v!iai  they  naturally  enough  confidered  to  appertain  wholly  to 
ibcnili  Ives.  It  was  of  couife  no  way  wonderful,  that,  in  oppofing 
^vh  It  they  deemed  a  palpable  invalion  of  every  thing  dear,  they 
fliouUl  fly  into  l»»me  excelfes.  The  mother  country  herfeH*,  upon 
panicular  occalions,  is  not  able  to  rellrain  the  fpiril  of  her  own 
populace,  even  where  they  have  apparently  Iefs  foundations  for 
complaint.  She  fliould  confequently  learn  to  make  the  fame  ex- 
ciifc-s  tor  the  Americans,  which  flie  requires  for  lierfelf;  and 
colled,  that  fevv  popular  infurret^tions  have  ever  taken  place  in  an 
KngHlh  government,  without  having  a  i\xow^  appearance 
if  tlmy  'sere  not  o; j//v  juft i lied  by  the  error  of  the  governors. 

T  here  is  the  greater  nccellity  for  treating  the  colonies  mildly 
on  tltis  occaltoii,  hecaule  wc  oUrfelves  are ' exceedingly  divided, 
with  regard  to  the  nec  <  (Tary  inealures  of  effeding  a  reconciliation 
between  them  atul  the  moiber-conntry .  I^lanv  of  the  ablcft  mem* 
bers  in  both  hoiifes  think  that  we  have  no  right  ^whatever  to  tax 
fhein.  Otners  contend  for  the  rights  but  exclaim  againft  tlie  eX* 
errije  ;  and  all  are  fatbtied  that  the  happinefs  of  the  Britifli  e®* 
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Ire  imnieJiately  depends  upon  the  termination  of  onr  unfortunate 
ilIVndons.  'I  lius  fltuaied,  therefore,  I  am  not  fur|)rized  that  the 
mrricans  flioiild  think  themfelves  opprelfively  treated,  when 
iinbers  on  this  fide  the  Atlantic  are  heartily  of  the  fame  opini. 
1  :  nor  am  I  fiirprized  at  the  cxccfles  they  run  to  in  defence  of 
ivilcaes,  which  fo  many,  even  of  their  Britifh  fellow-fubjeifls, 
oiioinicc  lo  be  their  birthright,  and  exhort  them  to  alfert  with 
irlr  blood.  '  ^  ' 

1  candidis^  confefs,  that  government  has  a  very  delicate  part  to 
t  in  fo  criiical  a  conjuntlfliire  ;  to  maintain  the  due  authority  of 
ic  mother. country,  and  yet  fatisfy  the  demands  of  the  Ameri- 
ins,  is  no  eafy  circuindance.  But  dill, « as  the  firft  caufe  of  com- 
lint  I'eeins  to  be  given  by  us ;  as  vve  (hall  always  have  the  power 
a  juft  authoritv  over  the  colonies,  if  they  fhoiild  at  a« 
iiv  time  iniftakc  an«  atft  of  indulgence  for  an  inftance  of  timidity  ;

J!  1  man  that  appeared  at  court,'  in  the  reign  of  James,  with  a 
hu  and  white  feather;  which  was  fome  limes  worn  by  the  king 

himfclf. 

Tile  long  love-lock  feems  to  have  been  firft  in  falhion  among 
bp. MIX  is  this  reign,  who  Ibmetimes  ftuck  flowers  in  their  ears. 

Wilii.im,  earl  of  Pembroke,  a  man  far  from  an  effeminate  cha- 
rictcr,  is  reprefented  with  ear-rings, 
jnnes  appears  to  have  left  the  beard  in  much  the  fame  ftate  as 
Ilf  lound  it,  on  his  acceilion  to  the  throne.  - 
Tile  cloak,  a  drefs  of  great  antiqnity,  was  more  worn  in  this, 
in  any  of  the  preceding  reigns.  It  continued  to  be  in  fafliioh 
^her  the  reftoration  of  Charles  II. 

It  16  well  known  that  James  1.  ufed  to  hunt  in  a  ruff  and  trow- 
fet  s 

We  learn  from  Sir  Thomas  Ovetbnry,  that  yellow  ftockings 
'vere  worn  by  fonie  of  the  ordinary  gentlemen  in  the  country, 

^ilk  garters,  puffed  in  a  large  knot,  were  worn  below  the  knees, 
2nd  knots,  or  rofes,  in  the  flioes. , 

Wilfon  informs  us,  that  the  countefsof  Eflex,  after  her  divorce, 
appeared  at  court  in  the  habit  of  a  virgin,  with  her  hr.ir  peh- 
alinoft  to  her  feet;’*  the  princels  Eliza^tb,  with  much  more 

propriety. 
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propriety,  wore  hfrs  in  the  fame  manner,  when  fhe  went  toM 
inatried  to  the  prince  Palatine.  I 

'I  he  heatl  of  the  couniefs  of  EfTex  feeins  to  be  oppreflTed  wiil; 
omatiieiits;  and  (lie  appears  to  have  ex[X)fed  more  of  the  bofjn 
than  was  feen  in  any  former  perioj.  ... 

I'lic  ladies  boe;an  to  indulge  a  ftrong  pafTioti  for  foreign  laces  b 
the  reign  of  James,  w  hich  rather  increafed  than  abated  in  fuc- 
cerding  genera  lions.  • 

’^rhe  lulf  .and  farthingale  ftill  coniinued  to  he  worn.  Yellow 
(larch  for  rufl's,  firfl  invented  by  the  Fri  iuh,  and  adapted  to  the 
fiUosv  complexions  of  that  people,  was  introduced  by  Mrs  Tur. 
xier,  a  phytlcian’s  widv)vv,  who  had  a  principal  hand  in  poifoning 
hir  Thomas  Ovcrhnry.  'I'his  vain  and  itifamons  woman,  who 
went  to  be  hanged,  in  a  ruff  of  that  colour,  helped  to  fupport  tb« 
fadiion  as  long  as  (he  was  able.  It  began  to  decline  upon  bet 
execution.  »• 

The  ladies,  like  ihofc  of  Spain,  \verc  baniOied  from  court;  dur. 
ing  the  rtig’.i  of  James,  which  was,  perhaps,  a  reafon  why  dreS 
iiinlervveiu  very  little  alteration  during  that  peiioil. 

It  may  not  he  impertinent  to  remark,  that  the  lady  of  Sir  Ro- 
IvTt  Cary,  afterwards  cjilof  Monmouth,  wasmilliefs  of  ihefw'Cet 


(or  perfumed)  cotters  to  Anne  of  Denmark  ;  an  oflice  which  aiif* 
wered  lo  that  of  millrcls  of  the  robes  at  prefent. 

It  appears  from  portraits,  that  long  coals  were  worn  by  boyi, 
till  they  were  feven  or  eight  years  *)f  age.  We  are  told  by  dean 
1V!1,  that  the  famous  Dr  Himmond  was  in  long  coals  when  he 
was  lent  l»>  Eton  Icliool. 

When  [.lines  came  to  the  crown,  there  vvas  in  the  wardrobe, 
in  the  'fower,  a  great  variety  of  drelfes  of  our  ancient  kings; 
whic  li,  to  the  regret  ot  amitpaaries,  were  loon  given  away  and'dif 
pcrftd.  Such  a  collection  mull  have  been  of  much  greater  ufe  to 
the  lludious  in  venerable  antiquity,  than  a  reviesv  of  the  ^'ragged 
legimciiu’^  in  Wcliminder  Abbey.

In  tins  reign,  the  h.ai  coniinued  lo  be  worn  with  much  fuch  a 
fort  of  crown  as  that  deferibed  in  the  reign  of  Elizabeth  ;  but  the 
biiin  was  extended  to  a  reafonable  breadth.  Hats  inclining  tot 
cone,  a  figure  very  ill  adapted  to  the  human  head,  occur  in  the 
jkortr.iiis  i>f  this  lime. 

1  he  hair  was  vsoi  n  low  on  the  forehead,  and  generally  nn- 
parted  :  foine  wore  it  very  long,  others  of  a  moderate  length* 
The  king,  and  confequeiuly  many  others,  wore  a  love- lock  on  the 
leli  fide,  which  was  conhderably  longer  than  the  reft  of*  the  hair* 
The  unfeeinlinels  of  this  laihion  occalioned  Mr  Prynne  to  write  • 
l>0'ak  iu  quarto,  ag.iinft  love. locks. 

The  beard  dwindled  very  gradually  under  the  two  Charle^ 

tiU 
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11  it  \y\%  reduced  to  a  ftender  pair  of  whifkers.  It  became  quite 
lind  in  the  reign  of  Janies  II.  as  if  its  fatality  had  ^en  con- 
'viili  that  of  the  houfe  of  Stuart. 

I'iie  nitf,  which  of  all  fantallic  modes  maintained  its  pofleP- 
(lion  the  longed,  was  worn,  for  foine  lime,  after  the  acceilion  of 
ili.nlcs:  but  it  had  almolt  univerfally  given  place  to  the  falling 
and,  when  Vandyck  was  in  England. 

Shilled  doublets,  doublets  with  flit  fleeves,  and  cloaks,  were 
inch  ill  lalliiou. 

'rriiuk  breeches,  one  of  the  moft  monflrous  (ingularities  of  dreA 
ver  fecn  in  this,  or  any  other  age,  were  worn  in  the  reigns  of 
ames  aiiJ  Charles  I.  .  .  ' 

riie  points,  which  formerly  ufed  to  be  feen. hanging  about  the- 
mill,  are  feen  dangling  at  the  knees  in  fome  the  portraits  of  . 
\]U  ]>eriod. 

Lillie  lllnify  Spanifli  leather  boots  and.  fpurs  were  much  worn 
v  anirkmen  of  fafliion.  It  was  ufual  for  the  beaux  in  England 
iiul  fiMiKc,  to  call  for  their  bools,  and  fome  think  their  fpurs  too, 
vhen  liiey  were  going  to  a  ball,  as  they  very  rarely  wore  the  one 
iiliiiout  the  other. 

Mr  Peck,  the  antiquarian,  informs  us,  that  he  had,  in  his  poA* 

tiiilon,  a  whole  length  portrait  of  Charles,  the  d refs  of  which  he 
liii.' del’ci  Ibes :  “  He  wore  a  falling  band,  a  (hort  green  doublet,' 
the  arm  parts  toward  the  flioulder,  wide,  and  flafhed ;  zig-zag 
ii’.i'ie  i  up  lulHes;  very  long  green  breeches,  (like  a  Dutchman) 
ti'il  far  below  the  knee  with  long  yellow  ribbons;  red  (lockings,* 
;;rr.ii  lli-x*  rofes,  and  a  Ihori  red  cloak,  lined  with  blue,  with  a  (lar 
m  tlie  IliouKicr.*^ 

Ladies  wore  their  hair  low  on  the  forehead,  and  parted  in 
rii.'ill  lino  lets.  Many  w’ore  it  curled  like  a  peruke,  and  fome 
bi  lided  and  roniuied  in  a  knot,  on  the  top  of  the  Cown.  They 
Irujiif  iiilv  wore  llriugs  of  pearls  in  their  hair.  Ear-rings,  neck- 
ins,  bracelets,  and  other  jewels,  were  alfo  much  worn. 

La((  d  handkerchiefs,  refembling  the  large  falling  band  worn 
I'v  ihe  men,  were  in  faflfion  among  the  ladies:  this  article  of 
(li'  L  has  been  lately  revived,  and  called  a  Vandyck. 

my  ladies,  at  this  period,  are  painted  with  their'  arms  and 
liicir  bofonis  hare ;  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  they  foinctimef 
''MU  with  thole  parts  expofed. 

(ioivley,  in  Ills  difeourfe  “  of  greatncA,^^  cenfures  Come  enor- 
»»'iiies  in  the  clrefs  of  his  time,  in  the  following  terms.  “  Is  any 
h)lii2,  more  common  than  to  fee  our  ladies  of*  quality  wear  fiich 
l-hili  Ihoes  as  they  cannot  vvalk  in  .without  one  to  lead  themf 
a;i-l  a  go'vn  as  long  again  as  their  body;  fo  that  they  cannot  (lif' 
the  ncM  room,  without  a  page  or  two  to  hold  it  upP^ 

I  he  citir^ens  wives  in  this  reign  leem  to  have  had  their  do- 
^<‘lic  fuinpuiary  law's,  and  to  have  adopted  the  frugal  maxims' 
®l  their  luilbaiul^.  There  appears  from  Hollar’s  habits^  to  have 
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brrn  a  mucli  greater  difparhy  in  point  of  drefs,  bciwiRt 
anti  the  ladies  of  quality,  than  betwixt  the  former  and  the 
of  oiir  prelent  yeoniaurv. 

'1  he  drefs  of  religion  gave  the  higheft  offence  to  fome  gloom 
zeaUiis  in  this  reign,  who  were  determined  to  flrip  her  of  her 
white  robe,  to  ravage  the  ring  from  her  finger,  to  defpoil  her- of 
every  uniainent,  and  clothe  her  only  in  black. 


Tt  appears  by  the  broad  feal  of  Charles  II.  in  Sandford^  dated 
1653,  that  he  %vore  long  hair  and  whifkers.  It  alfo  appears  from 
the  prints  of  him,  in  Sir  William  l.owei’s  account  ol  his  enter, 
lainiiieiu  at  the  Hague,  the  fame  year,  that  he  fonietimes  wore 
a  large  cravat,  and,  at  other  times,  a  long  falling  liand  with  taf. 
fels.  His  rutftes  were  lar^'e,  his  doublet  lliort,  his  boots  were  al* 
fo  fliort,  with  large  tops,  his  hair  long,  with  a. lock  on  the  right 
fide  m  ull  longer  than  the  red. 

Mr  i5enlowcs,  in  his  “  Theophila,^’  publiflied  in  1651,  has  given 
us  a  print  of  a  man  of  mode,  in  his  hat,  the  hrim  of  wldcjl  ii 
extended  horizonially,  is  a  large  feather  :  it  inclines  much  ttf  the 
light  lidc,  as  if  it  were  falling  otf  his  head.  His  hair  is  very  long, 
his  rutiics  arc  double,  his  doublet  reaches  no  lower  than  the  ve^aift. 
hand  of  his  breeches:  his  fword  is  enormous,  and  fufpended  to  1 
hell,  whieli  comes  over  his  right  fhoulJcr  ;  bis  breeches  are  large, 
vvith  putfs  like  fmall  blovvn  bladders  cjuiie  round  the  knees;  his 
bools  are  very  Ihort,  with  fringed  lops,  which  arc  near  as  ample 
ill  ilu'ir  dimenhons  as  the  hiim  of  his  hat.  It  appears  from  that 
author,  that  black  patches  were  fometimes  worn  by  the  beaux  at 
the  lime  of  the  Tnierregiuim.  Short  hair,  fhort  bands,  fhort 
cloaks,  and  loitg  vifages,  frequently  occur  in  the  portraits  of  ihii 
period. 

>lr  Bcnlowes  has  alfo  given  us  prints  of  tw'o  ladies,  by  the  band 
f»r  Hollar  ;  one  in  a  fummer,  the  other  in  a  winter  drefs.  The 
forpitr  is  wiihoiit  a  cap,  has  her  hair  combed  like  a  wig,  except 
that  which  grows  on  the  crown  of  the  head,  which  is  nicelf 
braided,  and  rounded  in  a  knot.  Her  neck-handkerchief  is  fur- 
rounded  with  a  deep  fcalloped  lace,  and  her  culfs  are  laced  much 
in  the  fame  m.iiincr.  The  llecves  of  her  gown  have  many  flaflics, 
through  which  her  linen  is  very  confpicuous  :  her  fan  is  of  the 
modern  mnkc.  The  l.mer  is  reprefenied  in  a  clofc  black  hood, 
and  a  black  m:ilk,  which  jufl  conceals  her  iiofe.  She  wearsa  fable 
tippet,  and  holds  a  large  mufl  uf  the  fame  kind,  which  iutirel)* 
bides  her  arms.

[Viifie  is  a  tradition,  that  the  large  black  wig  which  Dr  R.  R. 
Ljtie.ulicJ,  among  other  things  of  much  Icfs  confideratiun,  to  the 
poJIeian  library,  was  worn  by  Charles  11. 

Some  men  of  tender  confciences  were  greatly  fcandalized  at 
bis  article  of  drefs,  as  equally  indecent  with  longhair;  and  more 
:iiJpable,  bccaufe  unnatural.  Many  preachers  inveighed  againft 
t  in  their  fermons,  ^nd  cut  their  hair  fliorter,  to  e^lprefs  thchr 
ibhoircnce  of  the  reigning  mode. 

it  was  obferved,  that  a  periwig  procured  many  perfons  a  Fefprcf^^ 
nid  even  veneration,  which  they  were  (Iraugeis  to  before,  and  to 
vliich  they  had  not  the  leaft  claim  from  their  peifonal  merits 
J  ilt  judges  and  phyficians,  who  thoroughly  imderliood  this  uia# 
‘ic  of  the  wig,  gave  it  all  the  advantage  of  length  as  well  as  flze, 
'i'iie  extravatraht  fondnefs  of  foine  men  for  this  unnatural  orna« 
nieiit  is  fcarce  credible  ;  1  have  heard  of  a  country  gentleman, 
who  employed  a  painter  to  place  periwigs  upon  the  heads  of  fc- 
vcial  of  Vandyck’s  portrjiils. 

All  Wood  informs  us,  that  Nath.  Vincent,  D.  D.  chaplain  \r% 
ordinary  to  the  king,  preached  before  him  at  Newmarket  in  a 
long  i)eiiwig  and  Holland  flecves,  according  to  the  then  fafhion 
fn  ge  ntlemen ;  and  that  his  majefty  was  fo  offended  at  rt,  that 
lie  tomiiiauded  the  duke  of  Monmouth,  chancellor  to  the  univer^ 
Illy  ol’ Cambridge,  to  fee  the  llatutes  concerning  decency  of  »p* 
jpircl  put  in  execution  ;  wbich^was  done  accordingly. 

'flic  l.ice  neckcloth  became  in  fafhion  in  this,  and  continued  to 
be  worn  in  tlic  two  following  reigns. 

Open  fkeves,  pantaloons,  and  Ihoiilder-knots,  w^ere  alfb  worn  at 
this  period,  which  was  the  aera  of  fhoe-hiickles  ;  but  ordinary 
people,  and  fiich  as  affeefted  plainnefs  in  their  garb,  continued,  for 
•I  long  time  after,  to  wear  firings  in  their  fhoes. 

'Mie  clerical  habit,  which  before  it  is  grown  rufty  is  a  very  de-* 
(cr.t  drefs,  feems  not  to  have  been  worn  in  its  prefent  form  be» 
lore  the  reign  of  Charles  II. 

I'lie  ladies  hair  was  curled  and  frixled  with  the  niceft  art,  and 
tiny  frequently  fet  it  off  with  heart-breakers.  Sometimes  a  firing 
nt  pe  iris,  i»r  an  ornament  of  ribbon,  was  worn  on  the  head ;  and,  in 
ihe  I  nter  part  of  this  reign,  hoods  of  various  kinds  were  in  hilhion. 

Pitching  and  painting  the  face,  than  which  nothing  was  more 
co:ium)i>  in  Fiance,  was  alfu  too  common  among  the  ladies  in 
Kngliiid.  But  what  was  much  worfc,  they  affetited  a  mcar»  ht^ 
twixi  drefs  and  nakednefs;  which  occafioned  the  publication  of* 
iiuitled,  A  juft'  and  fcafohable  reprehenfion  of  naked 
breads  and  fhoulders,  with  a  preface  by  Richard  Baxter  I 
Icarcc  ever  fee  a  portrait  of  a  lady  by  Sir  Peter  Lei}',  but  1  think 
the  following  paflage  of  Seneca  :  “Video  fericas  veftes,  fi  vefte»i

If  any  one  wonUl  inform  himfell  of  tlic  drtl^s  \vorn*byour 
anceilors,  be  fnonlvl  m^ke  his  obfervaiions  in  country  churches,  in 
remote  parts  of  the  kingtlom,  where  he  may  fee  a  great  variety 
of  modes  of  ancient  flandinp;.  It  is  not  nnufual,  among  people  of 
the.  lower  claiTes,  for  a  Siiiulay  coal  to  deftend  from  father  to  fon; 
as  it  is  to  be  put  on  the  moment  before  the  wearer  goes  to  church, 
and  taken  off  as  foon  as  he  reiiirns  home.  1  have  feen  fever  a  I  old 
women  in  beaver  hats,  vvhich  1  have  good  leafon  to  believe  weie 
iiiade  in  the  reign  ol  Charles  Jl.

ACUST'OM,  equally  barbarous  and  fuperftitioiis,  bad  been  in. 

tri>diuccl  an>ong  the  Arabs  before  jVlohammedanifm  t'Tbey 
b  <d  coiifecrated  two  days  of  the  week  to  two  of  their  falfc  divi¬ 
nities.  The  full  of  ihefc  days  was  confidered  as  a  day  of  happi- 
nets  ;  and  the  prince,  in  order  that  it  nrlght  be  celebrated  with 
y^y  and  fciliviiy,  granted  to  all  that  came  into  his ^ prefence  the 
favour  they  v'erc  plealed  to  lequefl  :  Tlie  fecond,  on  the  contra-, 
ry,  was  reputed  ominous.  Ail  ihofe  were  immolated,  who,  on 
that  day,  were  fo  imprudent  as  to  appear  before  the  king,  to  fol- 
licit  any  favour  ;  undoubtedlv,  becaufe  the  idol,  to  W'honi.  that 
day  was  coiilrcraicd  in  a  very  particular  manner,  paffed  blithe 
minds  of  that  grofs  people  for  a  terrible  divinity,  whole  anger  they, 
preleiuled  to  appealc  by  ihcfe  victims. 

In  the  reign  <»f  Naam  ibn  iMuiizir,  an  Arab  of  the  defart,  by 
name  Tai,  bad  fallen  from  great  opulence  into  extreme  indigence. 
Hearing  the  Naands  liberality  much  extolled,  he  refolvcd  to  have 
lecourl'e  to  it.  He  fet  out  on  bis  journey,  after  having  cinbiaccd 
bis  wife  and  children,  and  alfured  them  he  was  going  to  feck  the 
remedy  of  their  mi'^firtiines.  The  poor  man,  loo  much  taken  up 
with  the  thoughts  of  helping  his  family,  did  not  refletlt  on  the 
f.ital  day  be  had  cholen  lo  appear  as  a  fiippliant  bcfqre  the  king. 
Naaiii  had  no  iboner  fern  him,  than,  turning  from  him,  he  faidj 
**  Wretch,  what  hall  tlmu  done?  And  w'hy  prefent  ihyfelf  before 
me  on  lo  fatal  a  ii.iy  as  this  ?  ^'hy  life  is  forfeited,  and  it  is*nol 
ill  in\  pov\er  to  lave  ihee.^^  ..  * 

T  ai,  feeing  his  death  certain,  throws  himfelf  at  the  prince^ 
feel,  and  conjures  him  to  delay  at  leall  his  piinilbment  for  a 
liours  ;  May  1  be  permitted,^’  faid  he  to  him,  “  ro  embrace,  fu* 
the  laH  time,  my  wire  and  children,  and  to  carry  them  (btne  pro- 
riJions,  for  the  want  of  which  ihcv  arc  liktlv  to  nerlfli.  'Tboi 
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rt  tf>o  equitable  to  involve  the  ihnoceot  in  the  fate  of  the  guilty, 
bxrur  Uy  all  that  is  facrecl,  that  I  (hall  return  before  fun-fet, 
Ll  tlioti  inayelt  then  put  me  to  death,  and  1  (hall  die  without

For  m‘v  part,  I  w  i(h,  that 
as  foon  as  the  heart  is  formed,  it  might  he  filled  with  this  moral 
work.  We,  the  reft  of  the  French,  commit  faults,  as  the  author 
juduioufly  remarks,  through  a  certain  levity  which  allows  oor  fen* 
iiments  no  depth.  All  with  us  is  fuperficial  ;  we  are  more  prone 
to  librrtinifm  than  to  love.  I'his  bock  is  certainly  the  beft  correc. 
live  that  can  l>e  employed;  it  feems  to  detach  the  foul  from  mean 
and  earthly  paftions,  to  raife  it  to  the  pure  and  fatred  trahfports 
of  real  love.  How  has  he  drawn  it  fruitful  in  virtues,  in  heroic 
facrihees,  in  pure  pleal'ures  !

At  oiu* 
o’clock  the  EftallVy  blew  up,  with  66 i 
fowls  on  board,  nineteen  bi'Ing only  faved. 
The  admiral,  his  b  o  her's  fon,  and  the 
young  count  OrlotF,  having  quitted  the 
fhip  before  the  explufiun.  The  piincs 
Call  'fiki  wa*  loft,  capt,  Ctirxe  was  takert 
np  in  The  water  alive,  with  a  few  more.  * 
Prefenily  the  Tuikiili  admiral  explinled, 
ih;»t  ftrurk  the  enemy  and  ourfeivcs  witH 
amazement.  We  both  quitted  firing  fi  r 
foine  time.  As  to  my  part,  I  thought  tlis 
rums  would  have  reached  the  tky  ;  how¬ 
ever.  at  it  w  e  went  ag.iin.
